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Superiority complex 



"We are the best" says UofT 



TORONTO - The universi- 

ty of Toronto claimed Monday It 
is the outstanding university In 
Ontario and asked for a higher 
level of government financial help 
than other educational Institutions. 

It suggested regrouping Ontario's 

14 universities into three or four 
categories determined, by excel- 
lence and maturity/ a move It 
said "would require courage to 
implement." 

In a brief to the provincial com- 
mittee on university affairs, the 
University of Toronto said: 

"To treat each university wi- 
thin the province as though they 
were at a common level Is was- 
teful of the Investment which has 
been made in the University of 
Toronto In the past," 

The brief also struck an ag- 
grieved note on another point- 
that "emerging" grants are lower 
for the university's suburban cam- 
puses, in Erlndale and Scarbo- 
rough, than for other new uni- 
versities In the province. 
The University of Toronto has 
a student enrolment of more than 
27,000. Its budget in 1970 Is 
$115,6 million and the brief dls- 
'Tlose^ttiaf li naS'lnstttuteiTa^^ 
per-cent cutback on alinon- salary 
items in the budget. "Obviously, 
this exercise cannot be repeated 
Indefinitely," It said. 
The brief claimed the University 
of Toronto gets unjust treatment 
in provincial grants In other res- 
pects. It said no consideration 
is given for the "much heavier 
maintenance" of its old physical 
plant or for added expense re- 
sulting from the large amount of 
research done - half the univer- 



sity directed research in the pro- 
vince. 
The university also claimed a 

higher calibre and reputation for 
Its academic staff than at other 
Ontario universities, but said the 
salary gap Is closing. 

"We now have the ludicrous si- 
tuation where In certain fields 
some or the very newest univer- 
sities are paying higher salaries 
'for staff than Toronto/Mt said. 

The Toronto brief also sugges- 
ted that the Ontario Schotars.prq-;,. 
gramme be changed, andthatmo^ 
nles be given to the university 
which the student choses to attend; 
also, as a reward for attracting 
the "best" students. 

In a separate brief, Dr. J.T. 
Wilson, principal of Erlndale Col- 
lege, supported the university's 
position. He said no country can 
afford to support all universities 
at the highest level. He suggested 
introduction of a "positive support 
for excellence" in the provincial 
grants system. 

Dr. Roland Cloutler, Acting Pre- 
sident of Laurentlan University 
said that Laurentlan, unlike To- 
ronto did not suffer from a "su- 
periority complex", when reply- 
ing to questions about the U of T 
-brief. '--'-- *■■ 

The Laurentlan brief, to be pre- 
sented to senate W" be 
sented to the Committee on De- 
cember 14. The brief, although 
written before Toronto's, Is ex- 
pected to put forth points that are 

in direct conflict 
The committee on university af- 
fairs Is an advisory body to the 
provincial government's depart- 
ment of university affairs which 
administers Ontario's universit- 
ies. 
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Paul Therrien, new meeting cha- 
irman, showed Nov. 18 that he 
would take no nonsense at SGA 
meetings this year.

This 
while Canadian chemists were fin- 
ding it "next to Impossible to 
obtain employment.." and "hun- 
dreds of Canadian PhDs are being 
turned down In their, attempts to 
Qnd academic positions." 

The report clalns students have 
"an enormous information gap" 
about Job prospects and can't rea- 
listically evaluate their prospects. 

"At the University : of Toronto 
alone, which has a graduate stu- 
dent enrollment of over u,000 
and which produces close to one 
fltth of all the PhDs in the coun- 
try, no Information was available 

to students enrolled in graduate 
programs as to the supply-demand 

aspects of their disciplines," the 

report charges. 

The U of T survey found women 
had "great dlfflcultles" in finding 
Jobs and "married women had the 
greatest difficulties of them all." 
The sample survey, the report 
says, was representative of UofT 
N PhD graduates and alsorepresen- 
, tatlve of about 1,-500 PhDs gra- 
duated this year In Canada.

Editorial

It is nothing short or a miracle that Laurentian has ma- 
naged to survive in the stifled academic and cultural aura 
of northern Ontario* Even so, a recent briel submitted to 
the committee on university affairs by the university of 
Toronto has all the implications of further stifling Lauren- 
Han's attempt at achieving a so-called "degree of excel- 
lence*" 

Id Its brief, U of T has suggested a regrouping of Ont- 
ario's fourteen universities into three or four categories 
"determined by excellence and maturity/' Should this sug- 
gestion be realized, its consequences could have disastrous 
results for our emerging institution. 

Without a doubt, Laurentlan will find itself in one of the 
lower categories, first of all, because of "maturity," since 
Laurentlan Is a mere decade old; secondly, because of "ex- 
cellence*" The attitude of other universities towards Laur- 
entlan reflects our own attitude of "inferiority," which need 
not be elaborated upon when determining "excellence." 

The consequences of this categorization are self-evident* 
Students will less likely be attracted to Laurentlan, an un- 
fortunate situation which we already experience, due to our 
Isolated position In the province and also the lack of cul- 
tural and recreational facilities in the area* 

Furthermore, professors will less likely be attracted to 
Laurentlan for the same reasons. We are already in the 
unfortunate position of having to pay higher salaries to 
attract instructors to northern Ontario, a fact which Uof T 
decries as ludicrous. 

A categorization of Ontario's universities would obviously, 
then, not benefit Laurentian's already desultory attempts 
at creating a university In the north, especially a university 
of "excellence." 

Whereas Toronto feels that an equal treatment to univer- 
dties is wasteful of investments made to XI of Tin the 
past, Laurentlan feels that an unequal treeatment would 
be wasteful of Investments being made to emerging uni- 
versities today* 

In short, even though Laurentlan suffers from an infer- 
iority complex, which It is trying to shake off, it does not 
share Toronto's mandate of superiority*

During this time It has gone to 
considerable trouble and expense 
to improve the quality and quan- 
tity of reports and In particular 
to set up disciplinary procedures 
to ensure that members reports 
are as accurate as changeable 
weather conditions permit 
It is obvious that snow reporting 
Is a complicated and changeable 
business and as a result, In the 
Interest of simplicity and accura- 
cy, the Ontario Ski Resorts Asso- 
elation has decided to take an 
unprecedented step by eliminating 
the word "Excellent" when des- 
cribing slope conditions. They ha- 
ve decided to use only the words 
"Good", "Fair", and "Poor". 

There are many reasons for this 
Important step: 

1. The basic roles for descri- 
bing slope conditions have gone 
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The new conditions as defined 

by the OSRA aret. 

GOOD - Packed natural, man- 

" made or machine-groomed snow 

on packed base with no bare 

FAIR - Machine-groomed packed 
based with more than 10% icy 
spots and less than 10% bare 
spots or other conditions such 
as hard pack or wet snow. 

POOR - Icy slopes with more 
than 10% bare spots.
